ameter and twelve feet ivide, slowly 
revolves in a hot oven. At only one 
side of this oven is there an open- 
ing.

slide great trays of biscuits onto the 
swinging shelves.

volves slowly enough to permit rap- 
dly moving men to remove the bis- 
cuit and replace them with dough be-
